‘LONDON, Oct. 11, 2:30 a. m.—The new 
anti-treating regulation, in con#ection 
with the use and sale of alcoholic drinks, 
goes into effect in London and the sur- 
rounding district today. 

It is the most radical and far reaching 
effort for the curtailment of drinking yet 
tried. for it affects nearly 19,000,000 per- 
sons, and violations of the regulations are 
punishable by a fine of $500 and six 
months im prison. The authorities have 
given notice that these penalties will be 
inflicted without mercy on offenders. 
The law will curtail the consumption 
of alcoholic liquors by 50 per cent, and 
unless it is effective it will be followed 
by an order curtailing the hours of sale. |

» ORD STUART, whose name figures 
among the list of British officers 
killed last week in the operations 
against the German lines in France, 
was the eldest son and heir of the 

Earl of Castlestewart. The latter, al- 
though all his peerages are Irish, is the 
head of the illustrious and historic Scotch 
house of Stuart, which has furnished so 
many rulers to the Scotch and English 
thrones. 

Of course there are plenty of persons 
who have a strain of royal Stuart biood 
in their veins. Indeed, Thomas Cariyle 
calls attention to the fact that even 
Oliver Cromwell, who brought about the 
death of the Stuart king Charles I. on 
the scaffold at Whitehall, was descended, 
through his mother, from the Stuart 
rulers of Scotland. Many of the pre- 
tensions put forward to descent in the 
male line from the Stuarts are ridiculous 
and impudent, and quite a number of 
them have been exposed by that genealog- 
ical toonoclast in London, J. Horace 
Round, appointed last year by the crown 
to be adviser and counselor to the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords, 
which passes on the claims to peerage, 
either dormant or in abeyance.

But there ts no doubt whatsoever about 
the claims and pretensions of the present 
Ear! of Castlestewart, who is descended 
in the male line direct from Robert 
Stuart, first Duke of Albany, younger 
son of Robert II. of Scotland and broth- 
er of King Robert III. The second duke 
of Albany was put to death by his 
nephew, King James I., after the latter’s 
liberation from English captivity, and his 
dukedom was forfeited. But his heirs in 
the male line direct received, first, the 
title of Lord Avondale, then that of Lord 
Stuart of Ochiltree, and finally those of 
Baron Castlestuart, Viscount Castle- 
stuart, and Earl of Castlestewart, in the 
peerage, not of Scotland, but of Ireland.

not a rood of land in Scotland, and no 
place among those peers of Scotland 
who after each general election to par- 
llament meet in the royal palace of

He has 
no seat in the house of lords, and the only 
voice he has is that in the election of the

Ultra-legitimists hold that Lord Castle- 
stewart has a better claim to the throne 
of Scotiand than King George. For the 
male line of the descendants of Robert 
III., that is to say, of the eldest son of 
Robert II., came to an end on the death 
of James V., father of Mary Queen of 
Scots, and it its held that on the death 
of James V. the descendants in the male 
line direct of Robert III.’s next brother, 
the first duke of Albany, should have 
come to the throne of Scotland. 

King George is only a Stuart through 
the female line, that is to say, through 
Mary Queen of Scots and through Prin- 
cess Elizabeth, sister of Charles I. and 
consort of the king of Bohemia, whereas 
Lord Castlestewart can show a direct 
male line descent from Robert Il. of 
course King George holds the throne of 
Great Britainpand of Ireland not by virtue 
of descent so much as by that act of 
pariiament, now over two centuries old.

Harold Tennant ts a clever man, 
who may be said to have started on hie 
official career as private secretary to his 
brother-in-law, the present premier, when 
the latter was at the head of the home de- 
partment, near a quarter of a century 
ago, and has represented Berwickshire in 
the house of commons ever since 1894. 

His wife has also a great reputation 
for cleverness. She was formerly Miss 
May Abraham, and at the time of her 
marriage a government inspector of fac- 
tories. She is a great authority on wom- 
en's work, was appointed to the inspec- 
torship in question by the government 
with a special view to her supervision of 
women and girls in factories, and remains 
an active promoter of women’s position 
in the labor world. 

Harold Tennant, like Mrs, Asquith, and 
their elder brother, Lord Glenconner, are 
all children and heirs of that wonderful 
old patriarch. Sir Charles Tennant, the 
greatest manufacturer of chemicals in the 
United Kingdom, and who was nominated 
for a baronetcy by Gladstone, u ho was 
his most intimate friend, for his services 
to the Liberal cause,

He was the grandson of a working 
weaver of an inventive turn of mind, who 
discovered a valuable bleaching process 
and established chemical manufacturing 
works at St. Rollox, Glasgow, which in 
the hands of his son and grandson devel- 
oped into one of the most profitable in- 
dustrial enterprises of the United King- 
dom. The late Sir Charles married for a 
second time when he was near 80, and be- 
came the father of another family of four 
nttle girla, between whose ages and 
those of his elder children nearly half a 
century existed. 

Hutton castle dates back to the year 
1200, and in the Plantagenet era, when 
England and Scotland were frequently 
at war, King Edward I. had his army en- 
camped at Hutton, making his head- 
quarters at the castle, preparatory to tak- 
ing possession of the town of Berwick. 

Its first owners were the Dougiases, and 
from them it passed to the Kers of Sam. 
uelston, through a charter dated at Bdin- 
burgh, Jan. 11, 1461, and which is stil) in 
existence,

It was besieged by the Earl of Surrey 
in 1406 and then passed into the posses- 
sion of the Johnstons of Annandale. who 
made it their home until 1893, when Col. 
Robert Johnston sold Hutton castle and 
the entire estate to a family of the name 
of Grieve, from whom it was acquired by 
purchase by the first Lord Tweedmouth, 
son of Sir John Marjoribanks, provost of 
Edinburgh, in 1813. and descended from 
Thomas Marjoribanks, who lived in the 
reign of Mary Queen of Scots,

GERMANY NOT OUR ENEMY. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 8.—Editor of the 
Tribune. In the Notebook of a Neu- 
tral” Mr, Patterson claims America 
will be safer and more favorably situ- 
ated as to trade beyond seas if England 
wins, and the opposite if Germany wins. 

Allow me to say that this is a conclu- 
sion not based on exact knowledge. Ger- 
many's interests lie in the orient and 
Africa. By the somewhat stupid declara- 
tion of war by Austria against Serbia, 
Russia saw her opportunity to act as the 
champion of Serbia. Russia alms at 
Constantinople as its best point to gain 
access to the southern seas, though, in 
fact, the Suez canal, held by Britain, and 
the Strait of Gibraltar likewise, would 
hem in Russia as much im the south as 
the Strait of Dover and the Kattegat 
do in the north. 

Germany could not afford to see Austria 
broken up, for Austria is her only ally. 
The events connected with that crooked 
business between Edward VII. and 
France in giving Morocco to France. 
which neither England nor France had 
a claim to, in exchange for Egypt. which 
also was owned neither by the one nor the 
other, furnished a striking proof that 
thenceforth Germany was to be shut out 
of Africa for good. In the south end (Tur- 
key and Persia) Germany was to be shut 
out likewise, hence the jealous anger of 
England on seeing the success Germany 
had in building the Bagdad railroad. The 
treaty about Persia, between Russia and 
England, was to, shut out German trade 
from ali territory eastward. Not to be 
stifled in all her most legitimate en- 
deavors Germany had to oppose Russia. 
Hence the war. 

Now you suppose that Germany, if she 
succeeds in beating Russia and in thwart- 
ing also the attempts of France, Great 
Britain and the United States (for it is 
clear to you and me that we are as much 
the enemies of the Germans as the Brit- 
ish and French are, and that our hos- 
tle actions are only more cowardly 
than they are hostile because we let the 
mufdering be done by others while fur. 
nishing them most liberally with the ma- 
teria: for murder), would have control of 
the seas and would necessarily abuse her 
power, turning against the United States! 

What a non sequitur!” Fighting the 
power that rules the seas is a necessity 
because that power was ready to stab 
Germany in the back while that coun- 
try was facing the Russians. Why did 
the British make war? To keep the 
seas? There was not the slightest in- 
dication that a land wer with Russia 
would come anywhere near any British 
possession. Can there be a doubt that ft 
was purely greed and envy that made 
Britain act?

GREATEST SLIDE AT PANAMA 
CAUSES TIEUP OF MONTHS. 


Whole Mountain Side Slipping 
Down Faster than Dredges Can 
Take the Debris Out. 

Panama, Oct. 10.—A careful survey of 
the slide area in the Galliard cut re- 
veals the fact that there are probably 
10,000,000 cubic yards of earth in mo 
tion, which must be taken out by dredg- 
ing operations before a permanent chan- 
nel through the cut is possible. 

This is. the conclusion reached by the 
canal engineers, who concede that there 
is now little hope of opening the water- 
way, even for the temporary use of sh p- 
ping, much before the first of the year,

It is the supreme court of 
the game in this country, It is the cus- 
todian here of the great body of common 
and ritten law which is come to Ameri- 
can golfers from the shrine, St. Andrews. 

There is plenty of time between now and 
next June to put through a new plan—if 
it be a plan which squares with true ama- 
teurism.

As 
I have said, the best plan so far put for- 
ward is a professicnal’s. But neither 
O’Neil's plan nor any other plan will be 
adopted until the amateurs transfer their 
revisionary zeal from the locker room to 
the court of appeals—the U. 8.
